Mh.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  of  the  City  for  the  year  1940. 

The  Report  is  divided  into  the  usual  three  parts  namely  Public 
Health,  Maternity  &  Child  Welfare,  and  School  Medical  Work,  each 
of  which  is  administered  by  the  appropriate  Committee.  In  the 
interests  of  national  economy  and  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  the  Report  mainly  comprises  of  the  more  essential  statistical 
data.  While  omitting  nothing  that  might  be  of  importance  for  future 
reference  in  this  respect,  comments  and  elaborations  on  the  various 
tables  have  been  excluded.  The  Report,  therefore,  can  better  be 
considered  as  a  statistical  record  rather  than  a  detailed  resume  of  the 
health  of  the  City. 

Generally  speaking  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  City 
remained  good  during  what  might  be  described  as  a  difficult  year 
accompanied  as  it  was  by  large  scale  movemenlt  of  population,  and 
living  under  war  conditions.  Both  the  Birth  and  Death  Rates  have 
remained  fairly  constant,  and  compare  favourably  with  previous 
years.  One  factor  however,  worthy  of  note,  is  the  rise  in  the  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  which  has  shown  rather  a  sharp  rise  over  previous 
years.  In  fairness  it  should  he  pointed  out  that  the  National  Rate 
has  also  risen  in  comparison  with  the  figure  for  1989.  It  remains  to 
be  seen  whether  this  tendency  continues  and  if  so  what  more  active 
steps  can  be  taken  to  prevent  this  setback,  no  matter  of  how 
temporary  a  nature. 

The  infectious  disease  figures  may  be  taken  as  average  and 
show  that  at  no  one  time  were  infectious  diseases  prevalent  to  any 
great  extent.  The  figures  for  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  having 
become  notifiable  under  the  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  Regulations, 
1989,  are  given  for  the  first  time. 

The  School  Medical  Report  calls  for  little  comment.  The 
standard  of  nutrition  amongst  the  school  children  was  well 
maintained  and  the  figures  show  little  appreciable  difference  from 
those  of  the  previous  year.  Generally  speaking  the  health  of  the 
average  school  child  in  Winchester  was  good. 

In  Part  I  of  the  Report,  Section  D,  is  in  the  greater  part,  the 
Report  of  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Rees,  and  has  been 
compiled  by  him. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  my  pleasant  duty,  to  thank  the  members 
of  the  three  Committees  concerned  for  their  generous  support,  my 
staff  for  their  willing  collaboration  and  service,  and  the  officials  of 
the  other  Corporation  Departments  for  their  valuable  help  and 
information.

Ambulance  Facilities. — Early  in  1940  the  Council,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Royal  Hampshire  County  Hospital,  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade  and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  arranged  for  the  running 
of  a  Voluntary  Joint  Ambulance  Service  for  the  City.  The 
ambulances  of  both  these  Societies  were  to  be  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  the  City  and  run  by  a  Joint  Committee.

Water  and  Water  Supply.

Both  indicate  a  water  that  can  be 
considered  normal  having  regard  to  the  season  and  the  area  through 
which  the  river  passes.

Departments  of  the  Corporation.  With  one  exception  the  results 
during  1940  were  very  satisfactory.

The  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  was  in 
the  main  due  to  the  influx,  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  of  evacuees, 
both  official  and  unofficial.  Overcrowding  and  verminous  conditions 
accounted  for  the  major  portion,  whilst  complaints  of  overcharging 
for  accommodation  and  complaints  under  the  Food  Rationing  Scheme 
were  considerable. 


Overcrowding. — Of  the  ascertained  cases  of  overcrowding  it  was 
found  that —

The  major  proportion  of  the  cases  investigated  arose  from  the 
disinclination  of  tenants  to  utilize  their  living  rooms  for  sleeping 
purposes,  and  persuasion  sufficed  to  secure  the  necessary 
re-arrangment  with  a  cure  of  the  overcrowding. 

Vc  rminous  Conditions. — Scabies,  Bugs,  and  Lice  were  the  chief 
causes  of  complaint  and  action  in  collaboration  with  the  Health 
Department  prevented  the  trouble  from  assuming  large  proportions. 

Whilst  Scabies  remained  a  fairly  common  trouble,  it  was 
found  that  the  action  taken  for  dealing  with  the  other  types  of  vermin 
were  effective  in  preventing  their  spreading. 

Rest  Ce  ntres. — Daily  disinfection  of  all  halls  used  as  rest  centres 
was  carried  out,  and  this  treatment  helped  to  minimise  trouble  from 
this  source. 


Routi  i\e  Inspections. — Inspections  of  houses,  food  premises,  common 
lodging  houses,  slaughterhouses,  etc.,  were  regularly  carried  out  and 
totalled  4,328. 

Repair  of  Houses. — Considerable  repairs  to  39  houses  were  secured 
and  minor  repairs  to  46,  Total  85. 
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Inspection  of  Premises  governed  by  Byelaws, 

Cowsheds. — Twenty-nine  visits  were  paid  to  the  9  Cowsheds 
in  th  e  area  and  despite  labour  difficulties  a  good  standard  of 
cleanliness  was  maintained. 

Slaughterhouses. — The  centralising  of  the  slaughtering  under 
the  Government  scheme  in  2  of  the  9  private  slaughterhouses  in  the 
City,  came  into  operation  in  January,  1940,  and  the  two 
slaughterhouses  now  serve  an  area  of  a  radius  approximately  8  miles 
around  the  City.  This  has  considerably  increased  the  number  of 
animals  slaughtered  and  the  time  which  has  to  be  devoted  to  their 
inspection  by  Sanitary  Inspectors.

Common  Lodging  Houses. — The  closing  of  the  Casual  Wards 
at  the  Public  Assistance  Institution  put  a  big  strain  on  the 
accommodation  at  the  three  Common  Lodging  Houses  and  daily 
inspections  of  one  premises  had  to  be  made,  whilst  weekly  inspections 
sufficed  for  the  other  two.  One  prosecution  for  overcrowding  was 
instituted  but  the  case  was  dismissed  by  the  magistrate.  On  the 
whole  the  general  standard  is  satisfactory. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. — There  has  been  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  this  type  of  dwelling  and  frequent  visits 
are  paid  to  them  but  no  occasion  arose  for  any  action  beyond  verbal 
notice  to  occupiers. 

Houses  Let  in  Lodgings.  —  From  about  6  houses  which  could 
be  classified  under  this  heading  the  numbers  went  up  to  dozens,  but

Pasteurised  Milk  for  count  -trphosphatase  test  76 

Accredited  Milk  for  methelyne  blue  test  11 
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Seven  samples  of  pasteurised  were  unsatisfactory  :  four  were 
above  the  permitted  count  of  100,000  organisms  per  m.l.,  and  8  were 
above  the  number  of  blue  units  on  the  phosphatase  test. 

The  11  samples  of  accredited  milk  were  satisfactory. 

MILK  AND  CREAM  REGULATIONS. — The  43  milk  samples  and 
6  cream  samples  were  examined  for  preservatives  and  thickening 
substances  and  all  were  found  free. 

FOOD  PREMISES.— Reg  ular  inspections  of  all  food  premises  were 
carried  out  and  despite  labour  difficulties  the  standard  of  cleanliness 
was  well  maintained. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. — Thirty  inspections  of  Elementary 
Schools  were  carried  out  and  the  necessary  work  in  connection  with 
the  annual  cleansing  was  supervised. 

RAG  FLOCK  ACTS. — No  manufacture  of  rag  flock  is  carried  out 
in  the  City,  but  firms  making  mattresses  and  other  similar  articles 
buy  their  supplies  under  a  guarantee  of  conformity  with  the  Acts. 

MERCHANDISE  MARKS  ACT.— Goods  coming  within  the  scope 
of  the  Acts  were  becoming  progressively  short,  but  traders  were  duly 
observing  the  several  labelling  orders. 

SHOPS  ACTS.  — The  inspection  of  Shop  premises  was  continued, 
but  it  was  found  impracticable  to  press  for  heating  facilities  or 
additional  sanitary  accommodation  as  heating  apparatus  of  all  types 
was  difficult  to  obtain,  and  the  replacement  of  men  by  women  in 
many  Shops  rendered  the  provision  of  separate  sanitary 
accommodation  superfluous. 

INSPECTION  OF  DWELLING  HOUSES.  — The  routine 
inspection  of  dwelling  houses  under  the  Housing  Acts  was 
considerably  curtailed  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  labour  and 
materials,  whilst  the  many  extra  duties  performed  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  necessitated  some  cutting  down  of  the  routine  work. 
Efforts  were  therefore  directed  towards  maintaining  a  reasonable 
standard,  rather  than  securing  reconstruction,  and  in  this  connection 
89  houses  were  inspected  and  repairs  of  varying  extent  secured. 
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FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS. — One  hundred  and  twenty  visits 
were  paid  to  factories  in  the  City,  and  in  6  the  premises  were  in  need 
of  cleaning,  whilst  4  had  dirty  sanitary  accommodation.  Verbal 
intimation  sufficed  to  secure  the  remedying  of  the  defects.

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INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MOTHERS  AND 
CHILDREN. — Up  to  November,  1940,  normal  cases  were  admitted 
to  the  Public  Assistance  Institution  at  1  St.  Paul’s  Hill,  for 
confinement.  It  was  then  decided  that  the  Ward  at  this  Institution 
should  be  reserved  for  cases  of  Peurperal  Sepsis.  Consequently, 
other  premises  were  found  for  normal  cases,  which  were  thereafter 
admitted  to  “Tregony,”  Bereweeke  Road.  Both  these  Institutions 
are  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

Evacuees  are  admitted  to  Shawford  Park  Maternity  Home,  and 
these  arrangements  are  also  the  province  of  the  County  Council. 
Prospective  patients  evacuated  “privately”  are  admitted  to 
Institutions  under  the  arrangements  made  by  the  City  Council,  but 
the  cost  of  their  maintenance  and  treatment  is  recoverable  from  the 
Local  Authority  of  the  area  from  which  they  evacuated  themselves. 

Abnormal  “City”  cases  are  still  admitted  to  the  Royal 
Hampshire  County  Hospital,  as  before.
